Total rainfall this scason has al- 
ready exceeded that of ast year; 
Liberty Groves Operating corpora: 
lien announced today. 

Including the storm Friday and 
Saturday, total inches of rain for 
the season is 9.41 as compared to 
7.71 inches last year at this time, 
The 1944 total, however, does not 
include the .84 inches of rain that 
fell on December 28 and 29. 

The ‘ast two days of rain 
amounted to 7.94 inches and was 
the largest this season and brought 
the total for the month to 8.10 
inches. 

Even with the rainfall on 
December 28 and 29 in 1944 in- 
cluded in the total, the rainfall this 
season wculd still be considerably 
more than that reported last year. 

The two day rain storm washed 
otf practically all the snow at 
Snow Crest and Camp Baldy, with 
only a very small amount on the 
peaks. he total rain at Snow 
Crest was more than 20 inches.
